Besides paying regular taxes in common with 


ther industries, Stock Fire Insurance coni 
parlies pay about IO million dollars a year in 
special taxes in ti e various states, 


these taxes arr in reality borne by insurant e 
buyers I hey nec essarily must be figured in the 
ost of insurance. 


The original purpose of taxes on premiums 
.vas to maintain state supervision over the 
insurance companies. But such supervision 
requires only a few cents of each dollar paid 
in. fhe balance goes into the general state 
lands. 


I he Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States does not think this is right, and has 
so stated:
